TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  COUNCILLORS 
OF  THE  HAVANT  AND  WATERLOO  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report 
for  the  year  1955  on  the  health  and  sanitary 
circumstances  of  the  district.  Statistics  alone 
make  dull  reading,  and  I have  kept  them  to  a 
minimum,  but  certain  facts  and  figures  are  required 
by  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  therefore  this  report 
is  compiled  in  accordance  with  the  directions  of  the 
Minister. 

I do  not  intend  to  confine  myself  in  this  fore- 
word entirely  to  subjects  strictly  within  the 
province  of  the  Local  Sanitary  Authority,  but  have 

thought  fit  to  mention  other  matters  which  although 
not  perhaps  the  statutory  responsibility  of  this 


Authority,  are,  in  my  opinion,  of  importance  and 
general  interest. 

Vital  Statistics. 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the 
population  in  1955  was  45,750.  The  growth  of  the 
population  of  this  Urban  District  has  been  so  rapid 
as  to  warrent  special  mention,  and  I have  shown 
below  a graph  Illustrating  the  population  increase 
from  1935  to  the  present  time.

Infant  Mortality  Rate. 


It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  the  infant  • 
mortality  rate  for  this  area  has  dropped  from  33 
to  29.6.  The  rate  for  the  whole  of  England  and 
Wales  was  24.9. 

The  Live  Birth  Rate  per  1000  of  the  Estimated 
Population  was  23.1  as  compared  with  20.8  for  1954 
(15  per  1000  for  England  and  Wales). 

In  a rapidly  growing  population  such  as  this 
the  increase  is  undoubtedly  consequent  upon  the 
many  new  family  units,  mostly  young,  who  are  being 
rehoused  in  the  Leigh  Park  area. 

Mortality  Rate. 

The  corrected  Death  Rate  per  1000  of  the 
estimated  average  population  was  8.5  compared  with 
8.7  in  1954  (11.7  for  the  whole  of  England  and 
Wales).  Of  466  deaths  occurring  in  the  district 
during  the  year  under  review,  130  were  certified 
as  being  primarily  due  to  disease  of  the  heart,  and 
of  these,  no  less  than  78  were  caused  by  diseases 
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associated  with  Angina  and  Coronary  artery  thrombosis. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  within  the 
district  there  is  at  the  present  time  no 
appreciable  rise  in  the  number  of  deaths  due  to 
Cancer  of  the  Lung. 

Measles. 

The  incidence  of  Infectious  Disease  during 
the  year  under  review  has  been  exceptionally  low, 
with  the  exception  of  Measles  - there  being  1064 
cases  compared  with  18  in  1954.  This,  of  course, 
is  the  normal  biennial  cycle  of  occurrence  of  this 
disease. 

Fortunately  there  were  no  deaths  attributable 
to  this  disease  and  relatively  few  complications. 
This,  of  course,  is  not  only  due  to  new  drugs 
available,  but  to  the  ever  increasing  skill  of  the 
doctors  and  nurses  and  the  adequate  hospital 
facilities  available. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

There  was  a further  reduction  in  the  number  of 


cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  notified  to  me  during  the 
year,  there  being  19  cases  against  25  for  the 
preceding  year. 


Diphtheria. 

Once  more  it  is  pleasing  to  report  that  there 

were  no  notified  cases  of  Diphtheria  during  the 

year.  This  should  continue  to  be  the  case  as 

long  as  sufficient  numbers  of  children  are 

immunised  against  this  dread  disease,  and  in  this 

connection  it  is  of  interest  to  note  that  the 

number  of  children  protected  by  immunisation  has 

decreased'.  If  this  situation  continues  the  time 

must  come  when  cases  of  this  dread  disease  will 

once  again  occur  in  the  district.  It  is  therefore, 

up  to  all  parents  to  make  certain  that  their 

children  are  adequately  protected.  This  means 

that  every  baby  should  be  inoculated  when  about  4 

to  5 months  old  and  a further  protecting  dose  prior 

to  entering  school.  If,  however,  any  baby  misses 

the  first  protection,  this  can  be  done  subsequently 
at  any  age. 
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Tuberculosis . 

During  1955  I arranged  for  the  Mass  Radi- 
ography Unit  of  the  South  West  Regional  Hospital 
Board  to  visit  the  Urban  Di strict . As  there  are 
many  calls  on  this  Unit  - and  also  at  that  time  it 
was  not  very  mobile  - after  consultation  with  the 
officials  of  the  Board  we  decided  to  place  it  for 
one  week  at  the  Cricketer* s Arms,  Leigh  Park.  It 
was,  however,  available  for  any  adult  residing  in 
the  Urban  District. 

The  usual  press  and  other  publicity  was  given 
to  this  visit,  but  it  is  very  disappointing  to 
report  that  only  1,383  people  visited  the  Unit  and 
of  these  959  were  members  of  the  general  public  who 
came  of  their  own  accord,  and  the  rest  were  from 
factories  and  works  where  arrangements  had  been 
made  with  the  management  for  their  examination. 

Of  the  people  examined,  it  was  found  necessary 
to  re-examine  52  persons,  and  of  these  4 were  found 
to  be  suffering  from  active  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis, 
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and  24  were  cases  of  inactive  tuberculosis. 

During  the  year  under  review  46  new  cases  of 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  have  been  notified.  There 
have  also  been  a number  of  tuberculosis  cases 
transferred  into  this  district  mainly  into  the 
Leigh  Park  area  - this,  of  course,  is  to  be 
expected,  as  people  suffering  from  this  disease  are 
given  priority  for  re-housing  by  the  Portsmouth 
Corporation,  whose  ma.lor  rehousing  development  is 
at  Leigh  Park. 

Poliomyelitis. 

During  the  year  1955  two  cases  of  Poliomyelitis 
were  notified  and  both  of  these  were  of  the 
paralytic  type. 

Food  Poisoning. 

8 cases  of  food  poisoning  have  been  notified 
to  me  during  the  year,  but  as  I reported  last  year, 

I know  that  considerably  more  cases  of  this  disease 
occur  than  are  reported  to  me,  or  to  the  general 
practitioners.  These  cases  are  often  quite  sudden 
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and  are  no  doubt  brought  about  by  the  ingestion  of 
contaminated  food.  It  behoves  any  person 
connected  with  the  preparation  of  food,  either  in 
the  home,  restaurant  or  cafe  to  be  particularly 
careful  in  its  handling'  and  preparation.  I appeal 
to  the  public  not  to  patronise  any  food  shops, 
restaurants  or  cafes  where  there  is  an  obvious 
lack  of  cleanliness  and  hygiene . 

In  this  respect  I am  pleased  to  report  that 
the  Pood  and  Drugs  Act  1955  will  soon  come  into 
force  and  this  new  Lav/  will  require  a much  higher 
standard  of  hygiene  in  all  food  premises.  It  will 
be  the  duty  of  this  Department  to  see  that  the  Law 
regarding  these  matters  is  implemented. 

Vaccination. 

The  number  of  persons  vaccinated  during  the 
year  was  771  and  the  number  re-vaccinated  was  136. 
It  is  my  considered  opinion  that  these  figures  are 
much  too  low.  In  these  days  of  rapid  travel  it 
makes  it  much  easier  for  Smallpox  to  gain  admission 
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into  the  country  and  it  is  therefore  essential  to 
have  a higher  proportion  of  the  population 
vaccinated.  I would  therefore  appeal  to  all 
mothers  to  have  their  children  vaccinated  within 
the  first  few  months  and  all  adults,  whether  they 
intend  to  travel  abroad;  dr  not,  to  have  themselves 
vaccinated  at  least  every  6 years. 

Care  of  the  Aged. 

In  my  report  for  1954  I quoted  figures  to 
show  the  increasing  number  of  people  living  in  this 
area  who  are  65  years  of  age  and  over.  'This  trend 
continues,  and  an  increasing  number  of  cases  are 
being  brought  to  my  notice  of  people  who  are  living 
alone,  and  being  aged  need  a certain  degree  of  help 
to  enable  them  to  live  in  a satisfactory  manner. 

In  this  respect  I should  like  to  pay  tribute  to  the 
work  of  a number  of  voluntary  organisations, 
especially  the  British  Red  Cross,  St.  John's 
Ambulance  Brigade  and  the  Womens  Voluntary  Service. 
The  Health  Visitors  are  also  playing  an  ever 
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increasing  part  in  helping  to  make  the  evening  of 
life  of  these  old  people  peaceful  and  free  from 
worry. 

Prom  time  to  time  it  is  absolutely  necessary 
to  remove  some  of  these  old  people  from  their, 
homes,  as  they  have  become  so  aged  and  infirm  as 
not  to  be  able  to  look  after  themselves. 

I have  on  more  than  one  occasion  in  the  past 
reported  that  there  are  no  homes  in  or  near  this 
area  to  which  these  people  can  be  removed,  and  I 
regret  once  again  to  report  that  the  Hampshire 
County  Council  have  not  yet  been  able  to  provide 
accommodation  for  this  type  of  case  in  or  near 
this  area.  This,  of  course,  means  that  when 
persons  are  so  removed  it  makes  it  extremely 
difficult  and  often  impossible  for  their  relatives 
to  visit  them  regularly,  and  often  in  fact  makes 
them  reluctant  to  enter  these  homes  ort  a 
voluntary  basis. 
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Housing. 


During  the  year  under  review  82  houses  were 
completed  by  this  local  Authority  as  against  135 
in  the  preceding  year.  Private  enterprise  built 
567  houses  against  334  in  1954.  Portsmouth 
Corporation  completed  1771  houses  as  against  630. 

The  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act  1954 
required  local  authorities  to  submit  their  housing 
proposals  to  the  Minister  by  31st  August  1955. 
Because  of  this  it  was  necessary  to  survey  all  the 
houses  in  the  district.  At  the  end  of  this  survey 
the  houses  were  placed  into  various  categories 
giving  a broad  picture  of  the  general  housing  state 
of  the  district. 

This  may  be  summarised  as  follows:- 


Total  number  of  houses  in  Urban  District  ..  15,500. 
Houses  likely  to  be  in  all  respects  fit 

and  not  in  need  of  improvement 13,000. 

Houses  in  all  respects  fit  but  likely  to 

require  improvement  1,360. 

Houses  that  may  be  unfit,  but  are  probably 

capable  of  repair  at  reasonable  expense  . 900. 

(Housing  Act  1936  Sec. 9 Repair  Notices) 

Houses  unfit  and  incapable  of  repair  at 

reasonable  expense  345. 
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This  shows  approximately  just  upwards  of  2% 
of  all  the  houses  within  the  Urban  District  are 
unfit  and  incapable  of  being  made  fit  at  reasonable 
expense.  This  compares  very  favourably  with  some 
of  the  larger  cities  where  the  number  of  unfit 
houses  is  something  between  30$  and  40$. 

Prom  the  information  submitted  to  them,  the 
Council  decided  that  subject  to  the  necessary 
permission,  they  would  build  the  requisite  number 
of  houses  to  rehouse  people  residing  in  the  545 
unfit  houses  within  the  next  five  years.  This 
permission  has  now  been  given  and  I have  every  hope 
of  seeing  these  unfit  dwellings  gradually  demolished 
and  new  dwe llings  take  their  place.  This,  of 
course,  will  take  time.  However,  it  is  encourag- 
ing to  note  that  of  76  houses  which  were  the 
subject  of  closing  or  demolition  orders  within  the 
year  under  review,  some  39  have  actually  been 
closed  or  demolished  following  the  rehousing  of 
f ami lie  s . 
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During  the  year  work  has  commenced  on  the 
building  of  20  small  flats  for  aged  people,  and 
when  these  are  completed  during  the  coming  year 
they  will  be  a great  help  in  rehousing  those  aged 
persons  who  are  living  in  insanitary  and  unfit 
dwellings. 

Improvement  Grants. 

During  the  year  there  has  been  a steady 

increase  of  Improvement  Grant  applications,  and 

below  are  the  figures  which  show  the  number  of 

units  brought  up  to  the  necessary  standard 

Number  of  applications  for  Grant  made  . . . . 24 . 

Number  of  applications  approved  ..  ..  23. 

Number  of  Grants  paid  where  works 

completed  by  31st  December  1955  ..  ..  7. 

Number  of  Housing  Units  made  available  ..  ..  10. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  with  the 

exception  of  one  Conversion  Grant  which  provided 

three  units  of  accommodation,  all  the  applications 

were  from  owner/occupiers,  and  that  applications 

from  landlords  have  been  practically  non-existent. 

This  is  apparently  common  throughout  the  country. 
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as  is  shown  by  the  figures  published  by  the 
Ministry.  Nevertheless,  I do  feel  that  housing 
standards  are  being  raised  as  a result  of  this 
work,  and  certain  sub-standard  houses  are  being 
"rescued"  from  probable  deterioration  and 
subsequent  dilapidation  and  decay.  In  connection 
with  rehousing  programmes  there  still  remains  a 
considerable  number  of  families  requiring 
rehousing  on  what  is  termed  the  "normal”  housing 
list  - i.e.  unconnected  with  any  slum  clearance 
programme.  The  Government  hopes  that  many  people 
will  now  purchase  their  own  house  instead  of  rent- 
ing one  from  the  local  authority,  but  one  must  not 
forget  that  there  are  a considerable  number  of 
people  who  are  unlikely  ever  to  be  in  a position 
to  purchase  their  own  house. 

During  the  course  of  the  year  I have  come 
across  quite  a number  of  single  people  living  in 
various  types  of  accommodation  often  far  from 
satisfactory.  This  condition  invariably  gives

rise  to  worry  and  frustration,  which  conditions 
often  lead  to  ill-health. 

Adequate  housing  is  one  of  the  main  foundations 
of  good  health  and  I feel  that  every  effort  must 
be  made  to  provide  a sound  and  economic  house  not 
only  for  married  persons  with  a family  who  reside 
in  the  area,  but  for  single  persons  living  alone. 

The  year  under  review  has  been  remarkably 
free  from  Infectious  Disease,  and  the  citizens  of 
the  Urban  District  have  enjoyed  a high  standard  of 
health,  and  the  rehousing  of  families  from  sub- 
standard accommodation  has  made  good  progress. 

We  must  continue  to  safeguard  the  health  and  there- 
fore the  happiness  of  the  community  - which  if  so 
done  — must  make  a useful  and  lasting  contribution 
towards  the  national  prosperity  and  wellbeing.

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Portsmouth 
under  the  direction  of  Dr.  K.E.  Hughes,  M.B.E., 
M.R.C.S.,  L.R.C.P  , has  continued  to  carry  out  all 
the  bacteriological  examination  needed  for  the 
routine  health  administration  of  the  district. 

I am  indebted  to  Dr.  Hughes  and  his  staff  of 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  their  help  and 
advice  which  has  always  been  so  readily  available. 

Where  it  has  been  necessary  to  submit  samples 
for  chemical  analysis,  Mr.  A.L.  Williams,  F.R.I.C., 
the  Public  Analyst  to  the  City  of  Portsmouth,  has 
readily  undertaken  the  investigations  requested. 

DOMESTIC  HELP  SERVICE. 


(Home  Help  Service) 

The  Home  Help  Service  is  provided  by  the 
County  Council  and  is  operated  by  a local  sub- 
committee of  the  County  Health  Committee. 
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During  the  year  ended  31st  December  1955, 
325  cases  we re  assisted  being  made  up  as  follows

During  the  year  218  applications  for 
assistance  were  received.  Of  these  109  were 
assisted,  70  withdrawn  (due  to  the  patient 
entering  hospital  or  relatives  being  available) 
and  39  were  carried  forward  as  advanced  bookings. 


The  average  number  of  cases  assisted  per  week  was 
48  and  this  work  was  carried  out  by  28  helpers. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  greater  part  of  the 
work  carried  out  by  the  Service  is  once  again  for 
the  aged  infirm  and  aged  sick,  whilst  the  number 
of  tubercular  cases  assisted  has  also  risen.  The 
General  Sickness,  Post  Operation  and  Maternity  are, 
of  course,  short  term  cases,  but  the  rest  of  our 
elderly  people  remain  in  our  care  for  some  years. 
•We  have  also  increased  work  in  Child  Welfare  and 
in  some  of  these  cases  residential  help  has  been 
provided  whilst  the  mother  of  the  family  entered 
hospital,  in  the  knowledge  that  her  children  were 
still  happy  in  their  own  home  and  were  being 
adequately  cared  for.

Rivers  and  Streams. 


The  construction  of  a piped  link  between 
Lavant  and  Hermitage  Streams  commenced  in  the 
previous  year  has  been  completed. 

Surface  Water  Drainage . 

Surface  water  drainage  has  been  improved  in 
various  parts  of  the  district  by  the  piping  in  of 
roadside  ditches  and  the  relaying  of  faulty 
surface  water  sewers,  whilst  a number  of  private 
developers  have  been  required  to  pipe  ditches 
under  Section  262  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

Considerable  length  of  new  surface  water 
sewers  have  been  provided  in  London  Road,  Cowplain, 
and  Beach  Road  and  Elm  Grove,  Hay ling  Island,  to 
remedy  flooding  problems. 

Soil  Drainage. 

The  Hambledon  Road  Trunk  Sewer  extension  has 
now  been  completed  and  the  Hart  Plain  Avenue  Sewage 
Works  by-passed  and  an  extension  to  the  system  has 
been  laid  in  Jubilee  Road,  relieving  a surcharged 
length. 
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The  new  soil  sewers  laid  in  Milton  Hoad  and 
Jubilee  Hoad  have  enabled  a total  of  26  properties 
previously  draining  to  cesspools  or  without  water 
borne  drainage  to  be  connected  thereto.  There 
are  nevertheless  a total  of  679  properties  still 
known  to  be  connected  to  cesspools  as  compared 
with  683  in  1954,  due  to  additional  properties 
being  erected  without  main  drainage. 

Private  sewers  have  been  laid  to  the  Councils 
specification  and  under  its  supervision  with  a 
view  to  future  adoption,  on  various  privately 
developed  estates  within  the  Urban  District. 

Housing. 

During  the  year  under  review  due  to  an 
alteration  of  Government  policy  the  number  of 
houses  built  by  the  Authority  was  less  than  in  the 
previous  year  and  restricted  to  two  sites  namely. 
Sera tchf ace  Land  and  Purbrook. 

The  Scratchfac©  Lane  site  has  been  75^ 
completed  and  at  present  a project  consisting  of 
20  flats  of  special  design  for  Old  People  is  in 
course  of  construction. 

Further  houses  have  been  built  on  the  Purbrook 
Housing  Site.

be  inadequate  and  at  certain  camps  had  to  be 
increased  to  accommodate  the  increasing  quantity 
of  waste  produced  by  campers.  A considerable 
amount  of  work  was  created  by  casual  campers  who  - 
due  to  the  filling  of  the  licensed  sites  by 
permanently  stationed  caravans  - were  forced  to 
seek  sites  which  quite  often  gave  rise  to  complaint 
by  surrounding  residents. 

As  has  been  said  in  previous  years  there  is  a 
shortage  of  sites  for  true  campers  where  they 
might  enj-oy  their  pastime  without  detracting  from 
the  amenities  of  the  local  residents. 

RODENT  CONTROL 

The  campaign  against  rats  has  been  carried  on 
throughout  the  year  and  although  a large  number 
have  been  killed  the  breeding  rate  is  so  high  that 
the  district  could  be  overrun  in  a very  short  time 
if  a constant  vigil  is  not  maintained.  Therefore 
I would  ask  everybody  to  co-operate  with  this 
Department  and  report  any  signs  of  rats  that  they 
may  see.

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As  last  year,  woodland  pools  needed  oiling  in 
March.  Owing  to  drying  out  during  the  summer 
they  needed  very  little  attention  later. 

The  large  domestic  mosquito  Theobaldia 
annulata  that  usually  follows  the  typically  one- 
brooded  species  in  these  pools,  was  thus  rarely 
seen  during  the  year,  either  at  Hayling  or  on  the 
mainland. 

Though  some  salt  marsh  mosquito  larvae  were 
found  in  unusual  places  they  have  not  been  more 
commonly  found  than  usual. 

!fRice  grass K has  spread  and  helped  to  silt  up 
a broad  ditch  dividing  O.S.  6 and  219  fields  on  the 
North  East  Coast  Marshes  of  Hayling  Island.  A 
ditch  has  been  cut  through  to  dry  out  and  prevent 
further  mosquito  breeding.  Some  ditches  to  the 
south  near  Gutnor  Sluice  have  been  extended  and  a 
further  portion  of  the  ditch  draining  from  Tourner 
Farm  to  the  Seav/all  ditch  outlet  has  been  cleaned. 

Other  controlled  ditches  have  been  maintained 
and  some  of  these  have  been  further  shortened  where 
levels  allow. 

Few  mosquitos  of  any  species  have  been  seen 
on  the  wing  and  following  the  setting  in  of  the 
dry  weather  less  oiling  was  necessary.
